There is c nsiderable talk of the ie 
submission to ooogress of the DI ogle.* 
t Tiff bill, which passed the house lait 
je e r, but was blocked in the sen e 
by silver men. 
Briefly stated, the till 
puts a duty on wool and its manufac­ 
tures. and on lumber of sixty per cent 
of the rite imposed by the McKinley 
act of 1890, and makes a horizontal 
advance of fifteen per cent on all the 
other duties of the Wilson law of 1894. 
The bill stipulates, however, that the 
increased duty ahall not exceed the rate 
under th*3 McKinley law, and provides 
th at where the duties nuder the Wil­ 
son aet are higher V»sp 
its pre­ 
decessor, they shill not be increased. 
A L hough it is a republican measuie, 
the ehief purpose of the bill is revenue 
and not protection. 
The estimates sa 
to the increase in revenue which the 
Dingley bill * ould bring vary between 
940,000,000 and $50,000,000. 
It is easy to see that this is not such 
a measure as the republicans wcul 
have framed had they teen in eat re. 
control of the government. The treas­ 
ury needed more revenue, and the 
president and Secretary Carlisle ap­ 
pealed to congress for it.

The lobster’s legs all toid, are ten in 
number, says Longman’s Magazine. 
Jut only eight of these are largely used 
for walking. The front pair, or big 
claws, have been specialized, as in the 
crab and most others of the higher 
crustaceans, into prehensile organs for 
catching and crushing the prey. Their 
use is obvious. Lobsters feed largely 
off mollusks of various sorts and other 
lard-shelled marine animals; in order 
to be able to break or crush the shells 
>f these and so get at the softer flesh 
vilhin they have acquired such largo 
ynd very muscular nippers or pincers. 
That is not all. however; not only have 
the two front legs been differentiated 
and specialized from the eight others 
in this manner, but also, by a rare ex­ 
ception to the symmetry of the body, 
the 
right claw has been specialized 
from the left, each being intended to 
perform a distinct function. One is a 
scissors, the other is a mill; one is a 
cutter, the other is a cracker. As a 
rule the right claw’ is the slenderer and 
longer; it has toothlike projections or 
serrated edges on its two nipping faces, 
and it is rather adapted for biting and \ 
severing than for crushing or grinding.! 
The left claw, on the other hand, is 
usually thicker, heavier and rounder; 
its muscles are more powerful, and in 
place of sharp teeth it has blunt tuber­ 
cles or hammers of different sizes; it 
acts, in fact, more like a nut cracker 
than like teeth or a saw; it is a smash­ 
ing organ. • Nevertheless you will find 
it interesting to observe, by noting the 
lobsters served to you at table, that 
this differentiation has hardly as yet 
become quite constant: for sometimes 
It is the right claw’ that displays the 
hammer-like nut-craeker type, and the 
left that acts as nipper and biter, w’hile 
sometimes no difference occurs at all. 
both claws alike being sharp-toothed 
or blunt-hammered in the same speci­ 
men.
